Wethers 1,625,405 (1,854,347), decrease 228,942; Rams 86,122 (90,057), 
decrease 3,935. Under 1 year old 1,210,888 (1,047,344), increase 163,544. 

2. Breeds of Sheep. 86.3 (86.8) per cent of the flocks were 
returned as pure bred lierino and 7.1 (7.0) per cent as iferino Comebacks 
0.9 (0.7) per cent as other pure breeds, (Corriedale, Shropshire, 

Dorset Horn, Lincoln, Romney Marsh, Southdown, Suffolk, etc.), and the 
palance 5.7 (5.5) per cent were returned as Crossbreds. 

3. Lambing, 1930. During the year 1930 2,515,293 (2,778,561) 
fwes were mated atid 1,427,003 (1,231,710) Lambs marked, equal to a 
percentage of 56.73 compared with 44.33 for the previous year. 

4, Winter Lambing, 1931. 2,462,000 ewes were reported as 
either mated or intended to be mated for the Wihter Lambing of 1931. 

In addition 152,000 ewes were expected to be reserved for Spring Lembing. 

5. Wool-Clip. 6,059,246 (6,617,986) sheep and lambs were 
shorn the total clip including locks, bellies, pieces, etc. being 
53,748,376 (56,083,898) 1bs., being a decrease of 2,335,522 lbs. The 
average weight of fleece for sheep end lambs combined was S07 Cb<47) 
and for sheep only 10.19 (9.59) lbs. 

6. Totsl Wool Production. Subject to slight revision of 
fellmongered wool, it is estimated that the grand totel wool production 
incldding the clip end wool fellmongered and wotl on local skins 

exported was 63,478,524 (67,300,881) 1bs., decrease 3,822,357 1ds. 
value £1,803,849 (£2,549,021), decrease £745,172, the average value 
per 1b. greasy being 6.824. (9.09d.)
